Wage decreases averaging 7% per 
cent, based upon recent revision in 


living costs, are contained in the 
decision handed down yesterday by 
the board of arbitration appointed 
by the Bulliders’ Exchange, repre- 
senting employers, and the Build- 
ing Trades Council, representing 
workers, to settle the wage con- 
troversy which developed in the 
building trades industry last Janu- 
ary. 


The new schedule is to cover a 
period of six months, starting April 
11. Meanwhile the board, which is 
permanent and consists of Arch- 
bishop Edward J. Hanna, M. C. 
Sloss and George L. Bell, will con- 
tinue to deliberate upon the ques- 
tion at issue andthe lowering trend 
of living costs, with a view to sup- 
planting yesterday's decision. 

,Under the new scale, roofers, ce- 
ment finishers and engineers, who 
received $9 a day by the terms of 
the wage agreement of July, 19206, 
are reduced to $38.35 a day. The 
terms of the decision are final, as 
in agreeing to the creation of the 
board last January both sides de- 
clared intention of abiding by what- 
ever finding was made. 

Appointment of the board was 
made at a crucial juncture in the 
relations between workers and em- 
ployers, as the wage agreement had 
expired and the workers had flatly 
refused to accept the reductions pro- 
posed by the employers. 

The decision was based largely on 
the relation of wages to the cost ‘of 
living as established by the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistica on 
Jan. 1, 1921. While more recent 
reductions have taken place, offi- 
cial statistics are not available, yes- 
terday’s decision says. The Labor 
| Bureau's figures fixed the increase 
gince 1914 at 85.1 per cent. 

“The evidence offered on the 
question of skill is inconclusive,” 
the decision says, “and furnished no 
definite principle or method for ap- 
plying this important factor in fix- 
ing wage scale. 

“The lowest paid trade under con- 
sideration received in 1914 just $3 
a day. By applying the 85.1 per 
cent increase in costs we find that 
the wage of corresponding purchase 
power is $5.85. In thie perticular 
trade the wage increase to date has 
been 100 per cent; therefore, a re- 
duction of 7% per cent of the pres- 
ent wage is necessary to equalize 
the wage with the cost of living. 

“In taking the ratio of increase up 
to Jan. 1, 1921, as the basis, the. 
board,” the decision sets forth, “has 
| been guided by the following con- 
siderations: 

“(1.) Wagee for the next six 
months cannot be predicted upon 
estimates or rumors of present or 
future fluctuations in the cost of 


living.

“Leaves, greens and bark nearly 
exhausted; danger that in such dis- 
tricts people will devour growing 
grain unless helped. 

“All relief grain given free. 

“Practically all relief workers 
voluntary without pay. 

“To illustrate efforts of those not 
helped to.save themselves, houses 
unroofed and timbers sold: farm 
implements, household utensils, even 
clothing sold to buy food; farm ani- 
mails sold or eaten: 

“Funds-hitherto contributed have 
saved millions of lives to date. 

“Further large contributions from 
America necessary to carry these; 
peoples another six weeks to har- 
vest and expand area of relief.” 

The American committee and its 

church co-operating committee 
have designated May 1-8 as a spe- 
cial period of appeal.

Whether the Wiljhilo will dock 
in San o or will proceed to the 
harbor here will not be decided un- 
til a complete report is received by 
the Pacific Fleet naval authorities 
and the steamship company offi- 
cials.

NUMEROUS OBSTACLES_PLACED 


‘IN WAY OF ILLICIT DEAL- 
ERs IN DRUGS. 


Under new regulations put into 
effect by Internal Revenue. Collec- 
tor Carter yesterday, it will be 
be harder for an individual to get a 
permit to dispense narcotics ender 
the provisions of the Harrison nar- 
cotic law. 

To obtain a permit the applicant 
must filj out form 678-A. This must 
be supported by an affidavit show- 
ing. applicant to be legally qualified 
to engage in the business, for which 
the registration is desired. 

The applicant.must state whether 
he has n engaged in any busi- 
ness or o¢cupation at the address 
given for a period of three months 
immediately preceding; if not. he 
must disclose his last previous ad- 
dress, and if employed the name of 
his employer. Two reputable cit- 
izens must be given as references by 
the applicant. Should the applicant 
be a partnership concern both 
parties must apply. 

If a corporation asks for a wper- 
mit a certified copy of the articles 
of incorporation must be filed with 
the collector. Old registrants will 
be permitted to use their permits 
untif the new fiscal year beginning 
July 1. All applicants must file 
their papers with the supervising 
Fedetal prohibition agent, San Fran- 
cisco, for his approval or recom- 
mendation. 

These rules are for the guidance 
of those who care to dispense nar- 
cotica.in a legal way. In spite’ of 
all the efforts of the Federal agents, 
the records show that the business 
of selling “dope” was never so 
heavy as at present, and that for 
every arrest made a half dozen new 
dealers put in an appearance. Most 
of the stuff comes from San Fran- 
cisco.

Mrs. Atherton, as the first speaker, 
told of all that might befall the wh- 
wary in the studios and the fate of 
her celebrated novels in the mov- 
ing-picture world. 

“Men about the studios are the 
most embracing males I ever knew,” 
she said. “It is their profession. 
They are a catching lot and they 
catch you on every occasion. Mr. 
Goldwyn is the best seller I ever 
knew and I know a lot about best 
sellers. That is my business. He 
can sell anything to anybody. I ad- 
(mire him hugely. All of them can 
give the kindest, sweetest, compli- 
iments. I like them even if I don't. 
believe them. I was asked to talk 
|to you about my life history, but 
that would take too.long. Still the 
San Francisco fire burned the rec- 
ord of my birth, so I am etill young 
| enough to be embraced and when 
ithings go well with your picture— 
Oh, then is the time of embracing! 
I warn you what you are getting in- 
to Mrs. Miller.” 

“I shall choose my own director,”

“And I think I will choose to be 
a director,” said Mr. Towne.

But again flattery won me. Every 
one said it would be a great success.

This is the huge fly in my 
ointment. They called it ‘Don't 
Neglect Your Wife.’ I asked Wil-

Erlanger, Dillingham and 
Ziegfeld Acquire Stage and 
Screen Privileges. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
NEW YORK April 8.—A. L. Er- 
langer, Charies B. Dillingham and 
F, Ziegfeld, Jr., yesterday acquired 
the production rights of every kind 
to “Ben Hur,” the famous play by 
Wiliam Young, founded on the novel 
of Gen. Lew Wallace. Included in 
the transaction are the motion-pic- 
ture rights for which the price alone 
is to be $1,200,000.

‘the majesty and the 
Deauty of age-old legend and fan- 
tasy shone forth with pristine mag- 
nificence in the Chicago Opera 
Compan presentation of “Lohen- 
grin last night at Philharmonic 
Auditorium, Again did the oe 
glories of Wagnerian tone, banish 
since the war, sweep over the 
throngs in the auditorium; again did 
the spreading wings of pageantry 
and processions send the thrill of 
their massive grandeur to the eye 
of the beholder. The storied won- 
ders of a medieval fairyland were 
made manifest, while the spell of 
art, that knows not its limitations,

Even though this “work from the 
master of the music-dramatic form 
is nothing but a transitional episode 
on the path of greatness, its magic 
appeal can be made glorious by such 
@ Production as it received by the 
The great climax of 
effects in the long — 
seemingly endless — second act, 
which rises step by step from the 
somber depths of intrigue to the 
| sublime brilliance of a titanic and tri- 
umphant finale, brought a sequence 
of curtain calls. The singers were 
showered with floral tributes. Even 
members of the audiefce tossed 
bouquets on the stage. The artists 
were applauded long and insistent- 
ly on their every return, while Di- 
rector Pietro Cimini shared in the 
enthusiasm and «claim. 

“Lohengrin” is not ah unfamiliar 
work in Englidh. It has ever been 
sung in the vernacular locally, but 
the production in no way compared 
with the present. It would seem 
though that but for the program's 
announcement of the fact, the 
words would have seemed quite as 
foreign ag the Italian and French 
previously heard. Practically only 
‘one singer succeeded in accom- 
Plishing the. difficulties of diction, 
band that was Edward Johnson, the 
tenor.

was impaired. Yet, withal, much 
can be said in favor of a trans- 
lated version, provided the poetic 
meaning rather thanthe literal is 
brought to the fore.
